DIVISION 7.
COMMERCIAL DISTRICT (C)

Sec. 66-345. Purpose.

The purpose of this district is to provide sufficient land area in appropriate locations for a variety
of commercial activities providing a diversity of goods and services to meet both the needs of the
local community as well as adjacent areas of the county. These areas should be concentrated
primarily along certain existing thoroughfares where a general mixture of commercial and service
activities already exist. The Commercial (C) Districts of the town are not to be characterized by
extensive warehousing, frequent or heavy truck traffic, open storage of materials or other
nuisances such as excessive noise, odor and dust normally associated with manufacturing and
heavy industry. Land uses, businesses and buildings and structures constructed to support the
permitted use in the Commercial (C) Districts should be developed to preserve, conserve and

enhance the small town, pedestrian-oriented character of the town's center areas.
